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Quietness characterized the used container situation in the Southern Region 
the past two weeks. However, used container dealers, .produce dealers and poultry 
and egg houses sought out usad baskets and crates for purchase and systematic 
reconditioning. Several Army posts- report large accumulations of used container?, 
some of which have previously been advertisejiin formal invitations to bid. and 
which are now available for spot sale. Some used container dealers are anxious to 
dispose of part of their heavy stocks because of lack of warehouse facilities. 

The following is quoted from a statement b;/ the War Food Administration on the 
"Tight Supply of Machinery and Container Materiel for Food Industries*^: '-In regard 
to the conservation and re-use of secondhand containers, the WEA states that the 
need for such programs is greater than ever. Intensive and extensive conservation 
and re-use programs, officials said, offer the only hope of having enough shipping 
containers, wooden containers for fruits and vegetables, and textile bags to meet' 
the minimum essential requirements of the wF^r food program in 194-5."
